PIOUS EXHORTATIONS IN 
MPHERSON’S LETTERS 


Counsel for Minister Tells Court Examina- 
tion Will be Protracted—Case Will Prob- 
ably Occupy All of Next Week—Plaintiff 
Shows Fatigue After Day and Half on 


Witness Stand Under Rigorous Grilling. 
By J. S. COWPER 

The arresting picture of a powerful Minister of the 
Crown, his home despoiled through the villainies of a false 
friend who had allegedly seduced his wife, pausing daily amid 
the cares of State to offer prayer, to pen quasi-religious en- 
treaties and finally to travel a thousand miles to try and 
bring the love affair of his ex-wife and her alleged seducer 
to a happy culmination—this was the remarkable picture of 
Hon. O. L. McPherson, revealed when his counsel filed a 
humber of letters in court yesterday afternoon. 

The pale, fragile, middle-aged ex-wife on the witness 
stand admitted that she had been led to believe that Roy 
Mattern would marry her after he and his wife were divorced, 
and that in her despair at being deserted by Mattern she had 
written to her former husband for advice and succor. 


“Make R.- Want You” 


In one letter, full of pious exhortation and lofty senti- 
ment, the Minister was shown as imploring his ex-wife to 
“be sweet, sincere, noble, and make R—— want you. May 
you be guided and blessed.” In the same letter the defendant 
after telling his ex-wife about his prayers for her welfare 
“every night and morning and lots of times in between,” con- 
soled her with the thought of the ennobling effect of suffer- 
ing, saying: 

Your suffering has done a lot of purifying, and I think 
you should be grateful that you have had to go through it. 
You are a more fit person to help another now. You would 
come a lot nearer to making him happy now—than if you 
hadn't had this experience. 

It is admitted by both sides that the plaintiff left the 
defendant's home in January, 1931, and was met a few days 
later in Saskatoon by Roy Mattern and that they stayed 
overnight at an hotel. Hon. Mr. McPherson asserts that his 
wife left because of an infatuation for Mattern and after hav- 
ing made a confession of misconduct. Mrs. Cora McPherson 
Says that the confession was baseless, and extorted from her 
by duress, and that she went to the Saskatoon hotel by 
arrangement with her husband and Mr. and Mrs. Mattern, so 
that her husband might obtain a divorce and be free to, marry 
Mrs. Mattern. 


Hence the severe grilling of the plaintiff by her hus- | 


hand’s counsel, S. B. Woods, K.C., in an attempt to show that 
the correspondence between the parties supported the hus- 
band’s story. 

Had Oral Agreement 


Alternatively to attacking the divorce decree, Mrs. Cora 


McPherson is claiming alimony at the rate of $75 per month. | 


She alleges that her husband entered into an oral agreement 
before she provided the divorce evidence, that she was to have 
$75 a month until she married again, together with a piano, 
trunks and personal belongings. The $75 a month allow- 
ance (which had been cut down to $50 per month for the last 
three months) was stopped in September 1932 following the 
marriage of her ex-husband to Mrs. Helen Mattern. In her 
evidence on Wednesday Mrs. McPherson stated that she had 
never received the piano or her trunks, though she had made 
Trequent requests and demands for them. 

As Mrs. Cora McPherson left the witness stand at the 
close of the day’s cross-examination on Thursday, her sis- 
ter, Mrs. Ada Carroll, conveyed the welcome news to her 
that her trunks had been delivered to her during the after- 
noon at her present place of abode. 

Mr. Justice Ford, who is hearing the case, wanted to 
know at the adjournment hour on Thursday if there was any 
prospects of the’case concluding this week. His lordship has 
engagements for next week. 


Case Will Be Lengthy 


“There is not the slightest chance of the case conclud- 


ing this week,” stated S. B. Woods, K.C., counsel for Hon. |

IN REVOLT FOR AN HONEST 
DOLLAR 


An organization of farmers at Montevideo, 
Minnesota, declare they will pay no interest, debts 
or taxes “until the dollar is made to serve as an 
honest measure of value.” 

That sounds like rebellion. But what the farm- 
ers thus say openly is only what scores of millions 
of people on this continent have been saying to 
themselves privately for the last three years. Some 
because they simply could not pay the penalty 
imposed upon them, some because they refused 
to impoverish themselves to support the out-worn 
theory that a dollar at any time means the same 
as a dollar at any other time. 

That hoary falsehood has been exposed and 
almost universally condemned. The people of 
Canada, like the people of the United States, are in 
revolt against the dishonest dollar, They will not 
pay it unless they are made to, and compulsion is 
growing steadily more difficult and more danger- 
ous. They demand that debts, including taxes, be 
made payable in the same kind of dollars as those 
in which the obligations were incurred. 

That is why debt adjustment acts have been 
written into the statute books of Canadian 
provinces and why a demand for moratoriums has 
swept the western and central states. There is no 
delusion that such stand-off measures pay debts. 
They do not do that. They only stay proceedings 
in hope and expectation that in one way or an- 
other the dollar will be made honest, and debts 
payable by the amounts of goods and services for 
which they were incurred. 

The difference is that there is a Government 
at Washington that recognizes the justice of this 


claim, and is taking measures to squeeze the 
“unearned increment” out of the dollar. The farm- 
ers at Montevideo are to get what they have 
demanded

admit that the Canadian dollar is dishonest, to say 
nothing of applying remedial measures to a situa-

“Huang Cheng” Measures 


Depressions are nothing new in 
history; they have been recorded 
periodically in the official history 


of Chin The nearest Chinese 
word for depression is Huang, 
which means desolation. A de- 


pression of want is called Chi 
Huang, while a depression of fear 
is K’ung Huang. There is a Clatsi- 
cal term “Huang Cheng,” which 
means political measures to deal 
with desolations. The oldest rec- 
ord of these measures can be found 
in the Chow Li, or the Book 
of Governmental Rites of the 
Chow dynasty. The Chow Li is 
one of the thirteen Confucian 
classics, the authorship of which 
is generally attributed to the Duke 
of Chow of the twelfth century, 
BC, 

The following translation trom 
the Chow Li was made by Dr. 
Kiang Kang-hu, of the Gest Chin- 
ese library of McGill university. 
The twelve items themselves are 
given. Commentary upon tne 
meaning of these statements has 
grown through the centures, Lut 
the explanation here summarized, 
after each item, is supposed to 
have been written in the f:st 
century, A.D. No part of the com- 
ment is made by the translator. 

1—The Distribution of Surplus 
Treasures. The government will 
provide not only funds for the te- 
lief, but will also open up all ster 
accumulated grains and 
other necessities of life for direct 
distribution 

2—Ghe Lowering of Taxaticn. 
This will relieve people from pub- 
lic burdens and thus enable them 
to be self-supporting. The aver- 
age land tax was less than ten per 
cent. of its productive value end 
there were very few other taxes. 
During the time of depression the 
land tax was usually halved, or 
from the famine-stricken regions 
totally exempted 

3—The Mitigation of the Seve:- 
ity of Criminal Punishment. This 
is because people are more easily 
driven to crime when in distress, 
and therefore they deserve special 
mercy 

4—The Withholding of Labor 
Conscription. In the ancient times 
all male citizens, excepting oftfic- 
ials and scholars, were subject to 
government conscription for pub- 
lic works between the planting 
and the harvesting seasons. This 
conscription would be withheid in

5—The Lifting of Legal Probi- 
bitions Against the use of State 
Property. According to the low 
of the Chow dynasty, all moun- 
tains, rivers, forests and mines 
were publicly owned and were 
prohibited from private explo'ta- 
tion.

These would be abandoned in 
times of depression to facilitate 
free transportation and quick ex- 
change. 

7—The Elimination of Social 
Ceremonials. This is a measure 
of social economy and thereby 
unnecessary expense would be 
saved for necessary purposes. 

8—The Simplification of Funeral! 
Rites. The Chinese often over-co 
funeral and burial services, snd 
this would rule out all superfju- 
ous expenditures for the dead 

9—The Prohibition of Public 
Musical Performance and Amusc- 
ment of any Form. Aside from 
sacrificial and educational pur- 
poses, theatricals and musical 
performances for amusément 
would be banned in times of de- 
pression, much in the same way 
as it would be in mourning. 

10—The_ Encouragement of 
Simple and Easy Marriage. As 
marriage in old China was ex- 
pensive and difficult, this would 
be a great relief for poor people 
in hard times. 

11—The Holding of Prayer 
Services. When the Emperor led 
the officials and the people to 
pray to heaven and to the na- 
tional patron gods for the speedy 
return of prosperity, it would 
certainly have a psychological 
effect on the populace. 

12—A Check on Thieving and 
Banditry. Since, depressions al- 
ways brew more unrest and up- 
risings, an effective check of 
these from the very beginning 
would save the country from re- 
volutions and wars

What Has Happened 


It is as plain as a pikestaff that events today 
are intrinsically different from the events of this 
time a year ago; and while a prediction could be 
ventured with some degree of accuracy a year ago 
as to the development of affairs generally, this 
cannot be done now. The inertia of the past year 
has been broken and a flood of movement poured 
into the international situation which has made its 
future entirely unpredictable. From the long ex- 
hausting drag of the depression the scene has been 
changed with amazing swiftness to open man- 
oeuyre at giddying rapidity on the surface of each 
twenty-four hours; and the pace has already car- 
ried everybody into the fog of the financial contest 
now in progress. We are all conscious, as we were 
during the great campaigns of 1914-1918, that mat- 
ters of prodigious portent and moment are in pro- 
gress, but their intention is vieled from the or- 
dinary eye by their vast and intricate detail. We 
cannot know what is happening behind the fog. 
All we can do is hope for the best, and that peace 
will not be fatally delayed. 

What has happened is that President Roose- 
velt’s new national policies have had a shattering 
effect on the policies the countries of Europe have 
been pursuing during the years of depression. 
Whereas the previous American administrations 
followed conventional or passive courses in their 
dealings with Europe and with their domestic 
problems, President Roosevelt has moved into im- 
mediate action with a reform program so drastic 
that its revolutionary character is only beginning 
to be grasped now that it has in important meas- 
ure gone vigorously into effect. Within the space 
of a few weeks commodity prices have made spec- 
tacular advances after years of lethargy, and 
money itself has become a commodity whose value 
shifts so violently and rapidly that its function as a 
regulating medium of commerce is being jeopard- 
ized and vitiated. Gold, the foundation-stone of 
international finance, is divorced from the ex- 
change markets, and is in flight from one currency 
to another; dollars are seeking refuge in wheat, and 
are carrying industrial stocks upwards on succes- 
sive gusts of inflationary speculation. These are 
the direct effects of the Roosevelt policies, under- 
taken to break the deadlock between Ameiica and 
Europe, and the forerunners of more scrious move- 
ments which, it is devoutly hoped, will lead the 
whole world back to the paths of political sanity 
and enable normal economic progress again to be 
picked up and carried forward for the general 
benefit of ail the advanced peoples. 

The inflationary movement now in progress 
may be the right approach to the Economic Con- 
ference, as bringing the realities of the whole situa- 
tion into acute focus. After the exhausting drag 
of the tariff restrictions which have been slowly 
throttling trade for four years, the sharp issues of 
an active currency war, with the possibility of 
“controlled inflation” getting disastrously out of 
control, may convince the governments that if they 
do not now make economic peace it is at their 
peril, and that the peril is already upon them; 
which in truth it is|—Winnipeg Free Press

tax rates on an annually larger assessment, all was 
well. But now incomes and assessments have both 
shrunk. It is not so casy to pay the tax on the 
former income out of a reduced income. It is not 
so easy to mect the demand for a reduced mu- 
nicipal tax rate when municipal assessments are 
also down. The moral is that it’s easier to run a 
toboggan down hill than to pull it up

LET’S SETTLE THINGS RIGHT 

When President Roosevelt asks for power to 
straighten out the “war debt” muddle, once and for 
all, a lot of bitter opposition is going to develop, 
principally in the United States senate. 

Now, the senate has been fiddting around with 
the subject for the past ten or fifteen years. It has 
failed utterly to arrive at any solution. Its sele 
effort, for a long time, has been a continuous chant: 
“The debts must be paid.” 

Every sane American realizes by now that the 
debts will NOT be paid; and that there is no way 
we can force payment. This newspaper believes, 
and always has, that the debts SHOULD.be paid 
—but it is not blind to the fact that they won't be. 

Although they are called, loosely, “war debts,” 
they are not war debts at all. They are, merely 
unpaid bills for materials furnished Europe AFTER 
the war. The real war debts have all been prac- 
tically wiped out. 

The world’s big problem is not the payment of 
money; it is the creation of jobs and trade; yes, and 
profits. It is better to put a thousand men to work 
than it is to get a million dollars in gold from 
France or England.—Seattle Ster. 

CZAR OF MONEY 

Whether President Roosevelt will be called 
upon to use the majority of these enormous and 
extraordinary powers depends upon things which 
no one can predict. It may be that the full and 
tremcndous threat of outright inflation may of 
itself start things going, that the start will be 
helped by the president's plan of spending millions 
for the construction of public works. Meanwhile, 
President Roosevelt stands as the complete dictator 
of the currency of the United States, a Czar of 
money, with power over the fortunes of millions 
without parallel in our time.—Ottawa ournal. 


JAPAN ORDERS COAL 

Japan recently placed an order for 250,000 
metric tons of coal with various colliery companies 
in Mexico. It is understood that this order is a 
sample one, and that the Japanese government will 
make tests to discover the fuel value of the Mex- 
ican product. 

The news has created considerable interest in 
Canadian coal mining circles, Vast quantities of 
bituminous coal are available for export from this 
country. Its quality is good; and its accessibility, 
in many areas, so ready, that labor of mining in- 
volved should enable it to enter into world mar- 
kets at moderate prices. 

If Japan has a market of any size for the type 
of coal that Canada can supply, it is one that should 
be thoroughly investigated. Any opportunity of 
making employment for labor and giving an out- 
let for capital investments, is of special moment 
in these difficult times—Winnipeg Free Press

Dinner: Salisbury steak; String beans; Com- 
bination salad of tomatoes, cleery and cabbage; 
Apricot whip. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: Poached eggs; Crips 
waffle; Stewed raisins. Lunch: Stewed corn; Okra; 
Shredded lettuce, Dinner: Leg of mutton; Spinach; 
Cooked celery; String bean salad; Small dish of 
junket. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Soy bean muffins; 
Broiled bacon; Stewed peaches. Lunch: Apples, 
with handfull of pecan nuts. Dinner: Broiled steak; 
Buttered beets; Cooked greens; Salad of chopped 
raw cabbage; Jello or Jell-Weil with cream. 

THURSDAY~—Breakfast: Coddled eggs; Melba 
toast; Applesauce. Lunch: *Salad of tomatoes, 
spihach and asparagus. Dinner: Cottage cheese; 
Spinach; Baked eggplant; Stuffed celery; Pineapple 
snow. 

FRIDAY—Breakfast: Waffle, browned through, 
with small amount of maple syrup if desired. 
Lunch: Oranges as desired; Glass of sweet milk. 
Dinner: Broiled sea bass; String beans; Salad of 
sliced tomatoes on lettuce; Baked peaches. 

SATURDAY--Breakfast: Spinach omelet; Re- 
toasted shredded wheat biscuit; Stewed figs. Lunch: 
Carrot custard; Celery and ripe olives. Dinner: 
Broiled mutton chops; Baked eggplant; Green peas; 
Salad of head lettuce; Orange souffle. 

*TOMATO-SPINACH-ASPARAGUS SALAD: 
Select small firm tomatoes, trim out stem end and 
cut almost through into six or eight sections, Base 
must be left solid so tomato can be spread out like 
a flower. Place on a bed of crisp spinach, and heap 
centre with chopped spinach leaves and parsley, 
sianding an asparagus tip between each section. 
This last addition” will please the children, for the 
asparagus looks like small candles. The final result 
is so colorful and attractive that even those chil- 
dren who must be “coaxed to eat vegetables,” as 
some mothers write me about, will be eager for this 
salad if care is used to make it small, dainty and 
“party-like” in appearance. A dressing of peanut 
butter thinned with milk may be used if desired 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Helen U. asks: “Is it better to sleep 
on the right side than the left and why?” 

ANSWER: Most people naturally sleep on the 
right side, which keeps them from crowding the 
heart. Starting to sleep on the left side, they us- 
ually unconsciously turn on the back or right side 
during the night. The best position for sleeping is 
to lie partly on the right side with the knees drawn 
slightly up, the face and shoulder fitted snugly 
into the pillow, and the right arm straight down 
and back of the body. In this position the circula- 
tion of blood is less interferred with than in any 
of the other positions. 

QUESTION: D. S. writes: “Kindly advise if 
there is a cure for neuritis of about five years’ 
standing. where patient’s limbs are disabled on 
account of cartilage having Jardened in the joints. 
If there is no absolute cure, would a strict fast and 
diet relieve the awful suffering? Would a warm 
climate be of benefit in preference to cold winters 
in Minnesota?” 

ANSWER: The patient you ask about is prob- 
ably suffering from arthritis. I have never seen 
a case that cannot be cured as far as relieving the 
pains is concerned even though the extra deposit 
of calcium in the joints cannot be entirely removed. 
Warm climate encourages a greater amount of skin 
elimination, but there is no reason why arthritis 
or any other type of rheumatism cannot be cured 
in a cold climate, providing the patient uses the 
proper amount of skin washing and encourages 
elimination through certain .hydrotherapy treat- 
ments

of Commodities 
OTTAWA, May 12--Two treaties 
between Canada and France were 
signed in the office of Premier R 
B. Bennett today. They are volum- 


inous dociments. The printing is 
now going forward and it is noped 
they will be ready to table in the 
h suse of commons this afternoon 

The treaties were negotiated on 
behalf of Canada by. Hon. C. H. 
Cahan and represent a reduction of 
tariffs between the two countries 
on a broad list of commodities. The 
prime minister and Mr. Cahan 
signed the treaty for Canada and 
Hon. Charles Arsene Henry, French 
Minister, for France. 


VERY IMPORTANT 

The treaty takes the place of one 
discontinued a year ago. In the mat- 
ter of Canada’s two principal ex- 
ports to France, wheat and canned 
salmon, the reductions in tariff 
have been very important. During 
the time in which no treaty existed 
between the two nations, the gen- 
eral tariff applied on both sides 
This means Canada was paying 
more than five cents a tin on one- 
pound cans of salmon whereas the 
Japanese came in under a tariff of 
epproximately 1'4 cents a pound. 

Under the new treaty Canada will 
gel the minimum tariff with cer- 
tain dependent legislation, which) 
will make it at least as low as the} 
Japanese enjoy, and considerably | 
lower than United States enjoy. 

Canadian wheat now faces a gen-| 
eral tariff of around $1.70 a bushel. 
This will be reduced to the mini-| 
mum tariff of 85 cents. How much | 
business Canada will be able to do 
with France in selling wheat re- 
mains dependent on the policy of 
the Republic. After the war, 
France, who at one time took as 
much as 20,000,000 bushels of Can. 
adian wheat, became determined to} 
make herself self-contained in the 
matter of wheat and has since push- 
ed her production, even raising 
wheat from Canadian hard in her 
colder districts, it is claimed with 
considerable success.

Most Revolutionary Law 
in Century Coming Be. 
fore German House 


BERLIN, May 12.—One of the 
most revolutionary laws proposed 
in a century will be passed May 15, 
radically changing land inheritance 
laws, prohibiting Jews from inher- 
iting lands or farmers from selling 
them, Hans Kerr], president of the 
Prussian diet, announced last night. 

The switch will be made from 
Roman law, under which land was 
| regarded “as a commodity,” to an 
old Germanic statute, The possessor 
under the statute will be prohibited 
from selling his land and from di- 
viding it among his heirs, only one 
of whom will get the property. 

Kerrl, in revealing the plan, said 
it had Nazi backing, which it was 
believed assured the cabinet’s ap- 
proval 

The plan is aimed at big 
owners and has as its goal the pre- 
servation of farms in sizes big 
enough to support one family, pre- 
venting sub-divisions until they are 
valueless. 

In the future land would be in- 
heritable only by those of “German 


blood.”
